Amazingly we have no lack of articles for 
either the newsletter or the VUD at this 
time, so we will add a few to this 
newsletter. One is about the slow 
acceptance of ATSC 3.0 by the broadcast 
industry. Once you've read that, consider 
the following. I’ve been told that many of 
the larger broadcasters have already added 
lighthouse ATSC 3.0 stations in certain TV 
markets that have begun encrypting the 
channels/datastream. That means that if 
you want these diginets or whatever info 
the station provides, you’re going to have 
to pay for it. Personally I can’t think of 
anything broadcast by an OTA station that 
I'd want to pay extra for. I’ve also heard 
that many people at the FCC aren’t too 
happy with OTA stations doing this but 
they can’t do anything about it.

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ATSC 3.0 in 2023: Why NextGen TV still needs another year 


Over-the-air TV's big update is here, but won't really take off until at least 2024.

Those involved with ATSC 3.0 hope the standard will ramp up in 2024, when they expect a boom in cheap 
TVs and tuner boxes with NextGen TV certification. Even then, broadcasters will continue to simulcast in 
the current ATSC 1.0 standard for years to come, so there’s no need to throw out your current TV or over- 


the-air DVR just to keep watching free TV with an antenna. 
Waiting for more TVs 


NextGen TV isn’t compatible with existing ATSC 1.0 tuners, so to view content in the new standard, you'll 
need a TV or converter box with ATSC 3.0 support. 


In 2023, the list of TVs with ATSC 3.0 support will be similar to last year. Sony continues to offer it in all its 


televisions, while LG and Samsung reserve it for their priciest models. The only notable expansion comes 
from Hisense, which announced at the CES 2023 trade show that it will bring NextGen TV to most of its 
sets instead of limiting it to higher-end ULED sets. 


Anne Schelle, the managing director of Pearl TV, a broadcast consortium backing ATSC 3.0, says a bigger 
boom will happen in 2024, thanks to a partnership with smart-TV chipmaker MediaTek. 


“That is going to be the real driver of the high-volume, low-cost sets,” she says. 
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In theory, converter boxes will provide a cheap alternative to buying a new TV for folks who want to view 
ATSC 3.0 broadcasts. Unfortunately, these remain in short supply. 


At present, the tuner box that’s closest to 
" getting NextGen TV certification is 

' the ZapperBox M1, which costs $250 and has a 
USB port for potential DVR capabilities down 
the road. It started shipping last year and will 
} soon be available through Amazon as well. 
While it’s not yet officially certified, those 
involved with ATSC 3.0 expect that it will be. 


SiliconDust also sells a $200 ATSC 3.0 version of 
its HDHomeRun tuner, which can stream 


broadcast content to multiple TVs, mobile devices around the home. But unlike the ZapperBox, 
the HDHomeRun Flex 4K doesn’t have official NextGen TV certification due to the way it handles Dolby 


AC-4 audio. Depending on the playback device, it either hands off decoding to each playback device or 
uses a cloud-based transcoder for devices that lack AC-4 support. 


As such, Android and Fire TV devices don’t offer NextGenTV’s dialog boost feature when streaming via the 
HDHomeRun Flex 4K. While SiliconDust hopes to resolve that issue with Amazon and Google so it can 
enable dialog boost on those devices, the lack of certification stems from this inconsistent support fora 
key feature. 


Last year, Nuvyyo also announced a version of its Tablo DVR with ATSC 3.0 support, but it’s yet to 
materialize after being delayed over DRM requirements. The company said in mid-December that it 


wouldn't have any updates to share at CES. 


NextGen TV’s backers did show off a slew of converter boxes and dongles at CES, but most were behind 
glass and came from companies that don’t sell hardware direct to consumers. They'll likely look to 
partner with established electronics brands to sell lower-cost ATSC 3.0 tuners, but it’s still unclear when 
that will happen. 


What does NextGen TV do today? 


One bit of positive news is that ATSC 3.0 is beginning to deliver more of the benefits that broadcasters 
have talked up over the years, so you'll enjoy some extra features if you do happen to buy a television with 
NextGen TV support and there are ATSC 3.0 broadcast towers where you live. 


More than 40 U.S. markets, for instance, now offer channels with interactive elements, such as news clips 
and local weather. Sinclair has also been upscaling content to HDR on 36 NextGen TV stations in 
partnership with Technicolor, although it appears only Hisense TVs support this feature. 
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Some NextGen TV features also work out of the box for all stations and televisions, including 1080p video 
and dialog enhancement. 


The standard’s much-touted support for 4K HDR video remains in limbo, though. Major networks haven't 
yet committed to broadcasting 4K content over the air, and the increase in resolution would require a lot 
of additional bandwidth. ATSC President Madeleine Noland told Tyler Kleinle at CES that it might not 
become common until ATSC 1.0 broadcasts are discontinued, freeing up bandwidth. (More on that below.) 


Don’t toss your TV 


In recent months, I’ve gotten some emails from readers who mistakenly believe that ATSC 1.0 support is 
about to go away, and that they’ll need a new TV to keep watching free over-the-air channels. This seems 
to stem from some TV commercials that broadcasters have shown to hype the new standard. 


So let’s be clear: You won't need a new TV or converter box anytime soon, as broadcasters will 
simultaneously air all their channels in ATSC 1.0 for years to come. 


As of now, the FCC is only requiring broadcasters to support the current standard through July, which is 
five years from when ATSC 3.0 first debuted. Still, the agency is currently revisiting that 


requirement and could extend the deadline in some capacity. 


Regardless of what the FCC decides, broadcasters have little interest in cutting off ATSC 1.0 given 
that the vast majority of their viewers still depend on it. In the interview with ATSC President 
Madeleine Noland mentioned above, Noland said she expects the transition period to be about 10 
years, which means ATSC 1.0 would be around until 2028 or so. 


“Truth be told, it would be counter to a broadcaster’s best interest to turn off a service that people 
are watching,” Noland said. “It needs to get to the point where there’s a critical mass.” 


Maybe that will finally start to happen in earnest in 2024.

KLAS Radio Purchased by Florida Company

Mega Investmets, of the Omega Church International Ministries based in Florida, is now the new owner 
of KLAS ESPN Sports FM 89. 


Founded by Jamaican Johnathan Wayne Manning in 2004, Omega has converted programming to six hours of 
sports and 18 hours of gospel on the main frequency. The ministry also operates the Omega Church 
Broadcasting Network and founded Radio WOIB FLL 2015 and other global stations. 


Bishop Wayne Manning, who lives in Coral Springs, 
Florida, gave an update on programming during 
attendance at the Emmanuel Apostolic annual 
convention in Kingston on July 17. 


He shared that the deal for KLAS was initiated in May 
2022 and came after a long season of searching for 
broadcasting outlets on the island. The deal includes 
the 81.1 to 81.9 FM bands, one of which will become 
all-gospel, while sports will be retained on the other. 
Bishop Manning said at the convention that he was

aware of Jamaicans’ great love of sports. 


KLAS sports radio, founded in 1989, provides sports coverage in Jamaica, the Caribbean region and 
internationally through free-to air transmission and via the Internet. The station is an international affiliate of 
US-based ESPN. 


Manning noted that Omega is currently targeting up to 15 countries globally with the “undiluted word around 
the world". In Florida the ministry has flagship stations in several communities, Central and South America 
and in Nottingham in the UK. 


KLAS traditionally offers regular commentary on international sports, interviews with athletes from around 
the world, and claims "the best in journalism and professionalism in the examination of sports across Jamaica 
and the world". 


Broadcasting from its location on Haining Road in St Andrew, its former principal was executive chairman 
Alston Stewart, who earlier in 2022 described Omega Investments as a partnership. 


He told news sources that there would be no immediate change to the name of the radio station or its 
programme offerings. He said also the sports format would remain and new content would be added over 
time. 


Although affected by debt periodically, KLAS was said to be one of the most profitable, locally, due to its sports 
emphasis. 
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WSGS History: A little mountain ingenuity 
went aa long way over 70 years ago, long 
enough to bring television to a_ small 
Kentucky town. 


~~ Dewey Daniel and E. J. Davis, owners of a 
® television company in Hazard, took advantage of 
the growing demand for television in the early 
1950s. They were eager to bring the benefits of 
the new medium to their community. 


But two big problems had to be overcome. One 
‘SU was the 90 miles from Hazard to the nearest TV 
= station, the other was the fact that Hazard lies in 
es a valley surrounded by hills which defied the 
# usual TV reception. 


In the early 1950s, a mountain-top antenna 
system mounted was installed 1,000 feet above 

; , the town and signal amplifiers and a coaxial wire 
were strung down the mountainside to make national TV shows available locally. 


Three standard receiving antennas were placed on a 65 foot tower. One antenna was 
oriented to receive WSAZ-TV in Huntington, and two were pointed at Cincinnati to 
receive WLWT-TV and WCPO-TV. An amplifier at the base of the tower boosted the signal 
which was then carried down the mountain by 3,000 feet of Gonset wire. Amplifiers 
along the way compensated for loss of signal strength caused by the long journey down 
the mountain. At the bottom, a coaxial cable mounted on poles of the Kentucky & West 
Virginia Power Company carried the signals along the streets of Hazard. 


From the poles, a smaller coaxial cable was strung into each home desiring television. 
Junction boxes permitted four homes to be connected into the system from a single 
pole. 


Initially, the company charged TV set owners between $150 and $175 for connecting 
their receivers into the system, plus a monthly service charge of $4 to $6. 


Hazard was not the only Kentucky mountain-rimmed city that was enjoying television in 
the early 1950s. Other community antenna systems were in operation in Jenkins, 
Pikeville, Paintsville, Prestonsburg, and Pikeville. In fact, the first system of its kind in 
the state was set up in Jenkins. 


Perhaps the first practical application of mountain-top reception came in 1950 when a 
temporary antenna was set up on a mountain near Harlan. Several hundred people 
gathered to witness the live television broadcast of the Joe Louis-Ezzard Charles heavy 
weight fight from New York City.
